Confident of Victory. 


Columbus, Ohio, July 20.—Charges 
that the: republicans were raising 
@ campaign fund “sufficient to 
shock the sensibilities” were made 
tonight by Governor Cox, democratic 
presidential candidate, in an ad-. 
dress to the democratic national 
committee, which perfected organi- 
zation for the campaign. 

The democrats, Governor Cox de- 


—elared, will insist upon continuance 


of the senatorial investigation of 
campaign collections and expendi- 
tures and also will make. frequent 
and detailed accountings of their 
finances. The democratic platform, 
he declared, is “a promissory note” 
which will be paid in full, closing 
his address: with a prediction for a 
November victory. 
White to Run Campaign. 

Governor Cox’s address, together 
with brief supporting remarks by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, his running 
mate, followed election of George 
H. White, former congressman of 
Marietta, Ohio, as chaifnian of the 
‘democratic national committee, and 
manager of the party campaign. He 
suéceeded Homer S. Cummings, of 
Cunnecticut, who has served for 
eighteen months and who desired 
to be relieved for other campaign 
duty. 

Mr. White was chosen after Ed- 
mond H. Moore, Ohio national com- 
mwitteeman, had declined the chair- 
manship because of personal re&sons 
and made possible Mr. White’s elee- 
tion by resigning from the commit- 
te<« and giving. way to him. 

Much of the’ campaign detalls | 
were left to Chairman White, He 


‘was authorized to appoint a special 


campaign subcommittee, probably of 
f‘fteen members, and to/ arrangé 
other details.

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Washington, July 20.—While re- 
tail fopd pricés were steadily iIn- 
treasing in June, wholesale prices 
of foodstuffs dropped 2% per cent. 
the department of labor’s bureau of 
statistics announced today in its 
manthly survey of the American 
family’s food budget. : 

The advance in the retail prices 
of food during the thitty days end- 
ing June 15 was placed at 2 per 
cent, or an increase of 9 per cent 
since January 1, Figures as to 
wholesale prices showed that’ cloth- 
ing during June decreased ever 
more than food, the decline amount- 
ing to 3% per cent. Fuel and light- 
ing. other items in the budget of 
the average family, increased more 
than “4 per cent in wholesale price 


during the month.

America’s cup, sailed home wing and 
wing to her second victory over the 
defender, Resolute, today aha placed 
herself within striking distance of 
the coveted trophy. ‘Tomorrow’s 
meet—if she wins it~will clinch the 
series for Shamrock IV. while Res- 
olute must take three straight to 
keep the famous cup on this side of 
the Aflantic. : 

Today’s race, the first of three 
&tarts in whieh both yachts crossed 
the finish line, saw the trim hull of 
Sir Thomas Lipton’s emerald chal- 
lenger and her vast spread of white 
canvas always in the lead save for 
a brief period at the start, when her 
Balloon jib top sail fouled as it was 
broken out, and Resolute forged 
temporarily into first place.

After this amendment hada 
been accepted, the house cdOmmittee 
voted unanimously -to pass 
méasure. 

The bill provides fo rthe creation 
of the office of censor for motion 
picture films to be under the direc- 
tion of the state library commis- 
sion, which commission shall ap- 
point, with the approval of the gov- 
ernor, and subject to removal by 
him, a censor of moving pictures— 
man or woman—who shall have con- 
trol of all films and shall designate 
assistants. This censor must exam- 
ine every film to be shown in the 
state, at a charge of $1 per 1,000 feer 
of film. Only such films as are, in 
the judgment of the censor, of a 
moral, educational or amusing and 
harmless character, shall be. passed 
by the censor. 

Mrs. J. K. Ottley, chairman of the 
library commission, opened the de- 
bate in favor of the censorship, “The 
motion. picture business is one of 
the most influential in the world, 
and is growing; it is now our most 
important formative influence,” sh. 
declared, Mrs, Ottley went on to 
State that while she was in favor of 
motion pictures. and thought they 
were not detrimental] to children 
they should be regluated and the 
right Kind .of pictures shown the 
young people. 

; Foster Fights Bill. 

Albert Foster, of Madison, repre- 
senting. the .motion- picture inter- 
ests of the state, next took the 
floor, speaking for forty minutes. 
In beginning, he asked Mrs. Ottley 
if she would be in favor of>censor- 
‘ing the press, and when she replied 
in the negative, declared that cen- 
sorship of motion pictures was 
just. as radical] a step. 

He declared that-while the wom- 
an’s clubs of this state might be 
in favor of censorship, the woman’s 
elubs of America have gone on rec- 
ord as opposing it..Mr. Foster next 
read a number of telegrams from 
the most prominent newspapers of 
the staté which urged the defeat of 
the bill. -One of these proclaimed 
the bill to be “bolshevist legisla- 
tion which will: eut <own our al- 
ready scant personal liberty.” 

He stated that only: four states 
in the country have this censor- 
ship for. pictures while thirty-six 
states have refused to enact such 
legislation. “This bill 1s a direct 
attack on free speeth and if passed 
will be followed by a move to pro- 
vide for censorship. of the press,” 
he declared. ‘In the privacy of our 
homes we read what we wish but 


will have to see what three persons 
say is fit for two million Georgians 
to view.” Mr. -Foster wound up by 
declaring that if the bill were sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people, not 
one. in fivé would vote for it, say- 
ing- “It makes me think I am liv- 
ing in the middle ages when neo- 
ple had no personal liberty at all.”

IN DEFENSE OF LAW. 


One man lost his life and two 


a machine gun squad of national 
guardsmen fired into a crowd of 
citizens gathered in the vicinity of 
the Graham (N. C.) jail, suppos- 
edly for the purpose of defying the 
law. 

Leading up to the shooting was 
the usual chain of circumstances: 
A heinous crime had been com- 
mitted; bloodhounds followed a 
trail that led from the scene of the 
crime to a place where three ne- 
groes were found in bed; the ne- 
groes were arrested and locked in 
jail to await identification, the»sup- 
position being that one of them 
was guilty, although the authorities 
did not know which one was the 
culprit; a mob gathered; the gov- 
ernor was appealed to for help, and 
ordered a machine gun company of 
the national guard to defend the 
prisoners and to “shoot and shoot 
Straight” if the necessity should 
arise. 

According to the news dis- 
patches, the arrests were made 
Sunday and crowds’ remained 
around the jail until daybreak Mon- 
day morning, only to gather again 
Monday night, when, the town in 
darkness, the machine gunners 
opened fire. — 

That there was bloodshed in con- 
nection with the affair is, of course, 
to be deplored; but this much is 
certain, and to be commended: 
There was no lynching! 

Governor Bickett did right in 
ordering the gunners to “‘shoot and 
shoot straight,” if necessary, in or- 
der to prevent mob violence against 
the prisoners of the law. 

Whether or not there was such 
“necessity” remains, it seems, to be 
determined; but certain it is that 
under such circumstances, with the 
crime suspects safely in the hands 
of officers of the law, a crowd of 
citizens had no business lurking 
about the jail throughout the night, 
and those charged with responsi- 
bility for the prisoners’ safety had 
every reason to apprehend violent 
intent on the part of the mob.~ 

Regrettable as it is that the 
guardsmen put their machine gun 
to deadly use, the fact remains that 
none of the ‘men hit was attend- 
ing to. his business, at home or else- 
where, as he should have been; and 
the additional fact remains that the 
institutions of law are left free to 
determine which, if any, of the 
three negroes under arrest is guilty 
of the crime charged, and to see 
that jtistice is done.

The purpose of the 

Sweet Potato exchange is: 


First, to introduce the southern 
sweet potato to new ‘markets, 
food and on Its merits; second, to 


distribute the potato over a longer 
season; third, to improve the quérl- 
ity at the source by grading; fourth, 
to distribute economically: fifth, to 
increase production; sixth, to pre- 
vent waste by haphazard distrivu- 
tion. 

The southern sweet*potato is a 
vegetable of greater food value thay 
the Irish potato. It ig not exten- 


sively consumed in the industrial 
centers north of the Ohio river, 
and many cities of the east. The 
Irish potato has been selling in those 
markets for from $3 to $4 a bushel 
during the past winter-and spring. 
This price is in car lots. It is gen- 
erally believed by those who are in 
touch with Irish potato production 
that the high price will continue, 
not because the Irish potato has 
been popularized, but because peo- 
ple want food. Irish potatoes help 
to satisfy this want and also the 
supply is short. 


From the standpoint of food value, 
the southern sweet potato is very 


similar to the Irish potato. Yet, 
is sold on the above mentioned mar-

price of the Irjsh potato.

lem from an entirely different view- 
point and that.viewpoint is to make 
a profit from their endeavor. 

The sweet potato people believe 
they have a product that is needed 
by people who, are not food pro- 
ducers. They are searching for the 
best way to grow, prepare for mar- 
ket and distribute this vegetable. If 
advertising, the use of labels, the 
ultiljzation of package, the sizing 
and grading, and co-operation are 
helpful to accomplish this end, these 
things will be brought into use i? 
any or all of these things are su- 
perfluous they will be eliminatéd. 
The best methods for doing this 
will be used, the poor and imprac- 
tical and uneconomical eliminated 
by the intelligence of the growers 
and distributors we hope, if not 
by them, certainly, to a fair de- 
gree, by the inexorable law of trade.

ASK TEXTILE SCHOOL 
AT TECH FOR HELP 


The value of the Georgia Schoo! 
of Technology to southern industry 
is well illustrated by a letter the 
school authorities have received 
from the bureau of markets, United- 
States department of agrjculture, 
asking for permission for the bu- 
reau to make certain spinning tests 
at Tech. 


“Such’ requests,” states C. B. Neal, 
director of the A. French textile 
school at Tech, “are received at 
frequent intervals from textile mills 
throughout the south, but this is 
the first time the government has 
sought Tech's help. : 

“Sometimes we are able to com- 
ply with the requests, and some- 
times we are not,” stated Mr. Neal, 
“according to whether our equip- 
ment will answer. Recently we 
made some experiments in yarn for 
a big southern textile mill which 
Otherwise would have had to apply 
to a laboratory in thé north, When 
Tech is properly equipped. the tex- 
tile school will be able to answer 
any and all calls for tests. experi- 
ments and the like from textile 
mills throughout the south.

SHALL WE SUPPRESS TOBACCO? 

There are rumors of a campaign 
to prohibit the sale and use of to- 
bacco in the United States. Similar 
incredible rumors floated about the 
country concerning the suppression 
of alcoholic indulgence for severa) 
years before the deed ‘was done. The 


brewers, saloon keepers and whisky. 


merchants defied suppression and 
obstinately, if not blindly, persisted 
in their evil ways; whereas, had 
they heard the warning and mended 


some of their methods and prac- 
tices, the blow might have been 
withheld or at least materially soft- 
ened. Tobacco merchants and to- 
bacco users who now ridicule the 
idea of suppressing ‘this much 
abused drug should see the mora! 
and conduct themselves with cir- 
cumspection. There are a ‘great 
many users of tobacco, as there 
were many us®rs of alcoholic bev- 
erages, who would jotn the side of 
prohibition, if necessary, in order 
to put a stop to unmitigated abuses. 

When a boy or girl can obtain 
and use tobacco, that constitutes a 
shameful abuse of privilege for 
fain, and the crook . who profits 
trom such enterprise ought to be 
put out of business, for he is a bad 
ege. 

The smoker who inflicts his sec- 
ond-hand fumigation on non-smok- 
ers anywhere should be suppressed 
as a public nuisance, just as we 
would suppress a man who \travels 
about impregnating the atmosphere 
with iodoform. 

The exploiter of tobacco for 
youths, who resorts to salacious 
pictures, the country’s flag or uni- 
form, or the misrepresentation of 
mental application or athletic prow- 
ess as a thing to seek by the aid 
of tobacco, in ordér to market his 
goods, invites forcible suppression 
and hastens the coming of the ru- 
mored crusade. 

Right now it may séem absurd to 
think of men growing surreptitious 
patches of tobacco out behind the 
garage or paying enormous prices 
to smugglers who bring a very in- 
ferior weed through the revenue 
cordon a few years hence. I make 
no prophecy, because I fell down 
badly on prohibition, which I opti- 
mistically predicted for 1930. I 
merely warn smokers that they had 
better begin practicing immolation 
now. A smokeless Thursday each 
week, for instance, will prove 
whether you can “take it or ‘let it 
alone.” Postponement of the smoke 
until after dinner in the evening 
makes the pleasure all the greater 
and removes a handicap which low- 
ers mental efficiency through the 
day. There is much satisfaction for 
a smoker to know that he has the 
habit, but the habit hasn’t him. 
The excessive smoker is always a 
person without the strength, cour- 


age or moral stamina to be his own | 


master.

feat the big road scheme that is |’ 


mapped out for Georgia. 
Representative Davis, of Ogle- 
thorpe, spoke generally against the 
present highway scheme, which he 
termed “amazing.” and said he did 
not believe the people of Georgia 
would consent to the state assum- 
ing a bondéd indebtedness of $51,- 
000,000 for the benefit of automo- 
bile syndicates. He said, however, 


that he would vote for’the Knight 
substitute as amended because that 
was the best thing he could do. 

After the talk by Mr. Davis, a 
motion was made to adjourn, leav- 
ing the Knight resolution to be 
5 up Wednesday morning as 
unfinished business. A conference 
-was. held between Messrs. Knight 
and Carswell, and other leaders for 
and against the Knight resolution, 
and it is believed a compromise will 
be effected today that will serve 
to satisfy both sides of the contro- 
versy. 

Reconsider Ad Rates. 

Mr. McDaniel, of Forsyth county, 
asked unanimous consent for the 
reconsideration of house Dill No. 
2590, which provided for an increase 
in rates to publishers for legal ad- 
vertisements. The bill provides for 
an increase from 75 cents to $1 per 
hundred words for legal ads, The 
matter was put to the house on a 
motion to reconsider, and as a@ re- 
sult of the favorable artion of the 
body, the bill will take its place 
again upon’ the house calendar.

men, whose 18c an hour increase 
topped all others. Here, the board 
explained, the deciding factors were 
the extreme hazard to life and limb 
and degree of skill required. 
Today’s award, if it is accepted by 
the men, will bring to a close, at 
least for the present, the board be- 
lieves, the seemingly .endiess cycle 
of wage demands from the railway 
workers. Starting with the demands 
of 1916, which were met for a time 
by passage of the ;Adamson law, 
there has beenan almost continuous 
procession of rail unions before vari- 
ous government boards and commis- 
sions, all demanding changes in pay. 
When the government took con- 
trol of the railroads in December. 
1917, it found pending requests from 
many unions for more money. The 
Lane commission responded with a 
graduated scale ranging from a 43 
per cent increase for the poorest 
men, to nothing for those getting 
above $249 a month. A series of ad- 
justments followed. Less than a 
year later, in January, 1919, Direc- 
tor General McAdoo received a re- 
quest from the shop crafts asking 
that he add another $800,000,000 to 
the wage budget to meet the rising 
cost of living. The request hung

»fire for many months. In August, 
of last year, President Wilson ap-

“It is clear that the cost of living 
in the United States has increased 
approximately 100 per cent since 
1914,” the decision added. “In many 
instances the increases to employees 
‘herein fixed, together with prior in- 
creases granted since 1914, exceed 
this figure. The cost of living and 
wages paid for similar kinds of 
work in other industries, however, 
differ as between different parts of 
the country. Yet standardization of 
pay for railroad employees has pro- 
ceeded so far and possesses such ad- 
vantages that it was deemed inexpe- 
dient and impracticable to establish 
new variatons based on these vary- 
ing conditions. 

“The board has endeavored to fix 
such wages as will provide a decent 
living and secure for the children of | 
the wage-earners opportunity for ed- 
ucation and yet to remember that 
no class of Amer’cans should rective 
preferred treatment, and.that the 
great mass of the people must ulti- 
mately pay a great part of the in- 
creased cost Of operation entailed by 
the increase of wages determined 
herein. 

“Those persons who consider the 
rates determined on too high, should 
reflect on the abnormal conditions 
resulting from the high cost of liv- 
ing and the high rates now being 
paid in other industry. The em- 
ployees who may believe these rates 
too low should consider the in- 
creased burden these rates will}i 
place on .their fellow countrymen, 
many of whom are less favorably 
situated than themselves.” 

Where Increase Goes. 

An analysis of the decision shows 
that the $600,000,000 increase will goa 
to the larger classes of employees 
in substantially the following ba- 


8: : 

Railway clerks and freight han-’ 
dlers, $123,000,000. 

Maintenance of 
$160,298,000. 

Engine and trainmen, $157,000,000. 

Railway shopmen, $139,237,008. 

The remainder will be divided 
among the station employees, yard- 
men and. dispatchers, and marine 
employees on tugs, ferries and other 
railroad-owned harbor boats. 

The award does not go into the 
disposition of the many working 
conditions which the brotherhoods 
interwove with their requests for 
increased pay. Such subjects as the 
payment of overtime for Sunday 
and holiday work, the continuation 
or elimination of the national agree- 
ment, the application of the award 
to the various new rail organiza- 
tions were not included in the de- 
cision, and these questions will have 
to be determined later. 

The separation of these two 
phases of the controversy was done 
on the assumption that adequate 
investigation of these questions 
would demand time, and because the 
existing tense labor conditions 
called for an early decision on the 
wage question. 

In making its flat monetary 
award several differentials which 
have long been a source of conten- 
tion and dissatisfaction among rail- 
way employees were adjusted. The 
differential which had given car 
repairmen',higher rating than 
switchmen was virtually wiped out, 
The recent strikes of switchmen 


way employees,

The repairmen were granted an 
increase of 138c an hour, bringing 
their formal glaily wage to $6.48. 
The switchmen’s rate was advanced 
from $5.33 to $6.86, and helpers 
from $5 to $6.48. 

Express Workers Not Included. 

Nearly 75,000 employees of the 
American Railway Express compa- 
ny are not included within the 
provisions of today’s qward. The 
board will open a hearing Thursday 
to pass on their demands. Only 
blacksmiths, electricians and other 
Shop employees of the express com- 
pany, some 2,500 in number, are 
affected by today’s decision. 

The problem of the railroad men 
who joined. new unions last April 
and struck.for immediate increases 
also remains unsolved. The labor 
board maintained its stand that the 
Strikers violated the transportation 
act by walking out without first 
submitting their erievances and 
that therefore the case of the strik- 
ers was not before the board. No 
reference to the new unions is made 
in the decision, but the preamble 
specifically names eighteen recog- 
nized organizations as being par- 
ties thereto on behalf of the men. 

John Grunau, president of the 
Chicago Yardmen’s association, par- 
ent body of the new unions, isgue 
a statement today branding the 
boards’ award as “inconsistent and 
unsatisfactory,” and announced that 
it had been rejected by the dele- 
gates representing the union. The 
principal demands of the unrec- 
ognized unions, self-styled ‘“vaca- 
tionists,” was for restoration to the 
positions they left with full seniori- 
ty rights and $1 an hour pay. The 
roads have maintained the strikers 
forfeited their rights when they 
quit work and in this stand have 
had the support of the recognized 
brotherhoods. 

The uestion of rules, under 
which this dispute. falls, has not 
yet been taken up by the board, 
but as s00n as the express em- 
ployees’ wage case is disposed of, 
the board plans revising the rules 
in effect on all roads.

Don’t Want to Go Home.. 
‘Washington Will Prob- 
ably Get the Next Con- 
vention. 


Carrollton, Ga. July 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The splendid welcome of- 
} fered the members of the Georgia 
Press tssociation by Carrollton, 
now holding their thirty-fourth an- 
nual convention here, has been of 
such a generous, whole-hearted 
nature that every member of the 
association will long remember the 
trip as the best ever taken by the 
association. 

Owing to the delay of trains ar- 
riving Monday, the scheduled meet- 
ing for that night was postponed 
and bright and early Tuesday the 
convention opened at the city hall 
with prayer by Rev. J. M. Dodd. 
The mayor of the city, Hon. H. W. 
Flournoy, was unexpectedly called 
away and could not deliver the 
keys of the city as planned, but in 
his place, Senator E. T. Steed per- 
formed that function. Hon. E. 
Roop, in an address of welcome, 
informed the editors of the virtues 
of Carroll county. 

Carroll county, commonly known 
as “The Mother of Counties,” was 
laid out in 1826, extending from 
West Point to the Cherokee line, 
near where Buchanan now is, em- 
bracing an area 100 miles by 40. 

For those who have a historical 
bent it will be recalled that Carroll 
was the home of General McIntosh, 
the chieftain who secured the re- 
linquishment of the Indians’ titles 
to the land west of the Chatta- 
hoochee. He was murdered by the 
tribe and his grave is on the bank 
of the Chattahoochee in this coun- 
ty, his old home. 

“Free State of Carroll.” 

Carroll was long known as “The 
Free State of Carroll,” because of 
her size. Later she’ acquired the 
name, “Mother of Counties,” having 
Siven of her territory to the forma- 
tion of more than half dozen other 
counties. Today she,is known as 
“The Banner Agricultural, County” 
of the state, “The Wh Man’s 
County,” and “The County of Smal) 
Farms.” 

Carroll furnished more troops to 
the confederacy than she had voters. 
More than a/thousand of her: sons 
served in the world war, most of 
whom saw sgervice abroad. 

But all of this is for those who 
have never journeyed ta Carroliton 
and seen for themselves that the 
thriving little community has laws 
abiding citizens, good schools, good 
churches, good public buildings, 
one seml-weekly and three weekly 
newspaper, twelve banks, four cot- 
ton mills, fertilizer plants, oil mills, 
ginneries, saw and planing mills, 
cotton warehouses, bottling works, 
Wholesale houses, a public library, 
good hotels, cone Places of amuse- 
ment, professional baseball, a long 
list of miscellaneous retail mer- 
chants and is located on the Centrai 
of Georgia railroad in. the north- 
western part of the state.

SOLDIERS FIRED 
“WITHOUT CAUSE 


Coroner’s Jury Asserts No 
Mob Attacked the North 
Carolina Jail— Feeling 
So Bitter Soldiers Are 
Withdrawn. _ 


Raleigh, N. C., July 20.—Declar- 
| ing that Durham machine gunners 
guarding three prisoners in the Ala- 
mafice county jail, fired seventy- 
five or more shots without provoca- 
tion, killing one citizen and wound- 
ing two more, Mayor R. L. Holmes, 
of Graham, today issued a state- 
ment jnsisting that “no mob as- 
sembled in Graham on the night 
of July 19, and no attempt was 
made to enter the jail or to tres- 
pass on the grounds.” 

“The facts are,” says Mayor 
Holmes, in his statement, “that at 
9:20 o’clock in the evening, the 
lights in the jail went out and it is 
said by the soldiers that some un- 
known persons fired upon them. 
This fact has not been verified, but 
immediately, they said, upon this 
provocation, they opened up tle ma- 
chine guns. Also they fired side 
arms, and about seventy-five shots 
were fired in all direetions of the 
town, killing one man by the name 
of James Ray and wounding Willie 
Phillips. Upon investigation today 
by Solicitor Gattis, the fact seems 
to be that there was no. provoca- 
tion whatever for this rash act.” 

At the coroner’s inquest in Gra- 
ham today, a dozen citizens of the 
town, according to reliable reports 
from that town, testified that no 
attack was made upon the jail. A 
rigid grand jury investigation of 
the shooting will be demanded. 

The three negro prisoners arrest- 
ed in connection with the assault 
upon a prominent white woman of

James Ray s killed and Clem 
Bradshaw and/Jolly Moser, :son of 
the jailer, were wounded during an 
exchange of fire between soldiers 
and the crowd at the jail. They 
were not members of the mob. 

Captain Marion Fowler, in com- 
mand of the troops, stated today 
he did not give his men orders to 
shoot until after a dozen or more 
bullets had been fired at the jail 
by persons hfgden in a cornfield 
which almost surrounds the jail 
yard. Several members of the meb, 
according to Captain Fowler, came 
near, enough to the building for 
the soldiers to see the maaks on 
their faces. 

The guardsmen retreated to their 
machine-gun positions when a num- 
ber of shots were fired at the jail. 
Several bullets came near hitting 
severul soldiers and they immediate- 
ly opened fire, directing their shots 
into the cornfield. It is believed 
one of these bullets killed Ray. . 

Machiné Gun Volley. 

About 9 o’clock last night Jolly 
Moser rushed into Willie Phillips’ 
restaurant and told those gathered 
there that the lights in the jail had 
Zone Out and asked that some one 
go to the prison und See if any- 
thing had happened to his father. 
Philiips, Clem Bradshaw, Ray and 
the Moser boy started towards the 
jail, only a block away. As they 
neared the prison a ‘volley of ma- 
chine-gun bullets ture through tne 
cornfield and Ray fell mortally 
wounded. Phillips was shot througn 
the leg and Bradshaw received a 
slight flesh wound. 

Captain Fowler is of the opinion 
that some members of the mob were 
injured, ‘but no trace of them could 
be fourid aféer the firing. He says 
he and@bis men heard groans from 
varioug parts of the field. Alto- 
gether about two hundred shots 
were fired by the militiamen from 
machine guns and automatic pis- 
tols. : 
After the order was given to 
cease firing several automobiles ffli- f 
ed with men raced past the -jail 
and. fired volleys into the building, 
but these shots were not replied to 
by the soldiers. None in the jail 
was injured. : 

The shooting attracted nearly a 

thousand persons to the jail, and 
when it was learned that Ray had 
been killed. the crowd became en- 
raged and openly threatened to bat- 
tle with the soldiers. 
Because of the intense feeling 
against the soldiers caused by the 
killing of Ray, @nd the fact that 
the mob seémed to be .determined 
to get possession of the negroes at 
all hazards, the authorities deem- 
it advisable to remove the pris- 
oners to Raleigh. A special train 
was ordered from Greensboro and 
the negroes, guarded by the soj- 
diers, were taken to Raleigh at 6 
o’clock this# morning.

BATTING EYE, 
SAYS BABE

New York, July 20.—I made my 

thirty-second home run today when 
Red Faber shot a low curve ball 
on the inside of the plate. I got hold 
of it with a full swing and I guess 
the home: run was one of the: long- 
est I ever hit. The ball cleared the 
right-fleld grandstand by about 
fifty feet. 
’ There are a lot of folks who won- 
der if hitting home runs requires 
any better condition than hitting 
only. singles or doubles. And, o 
course, thére igs a most interesting 
answer te the question. 

I am not sure that every ball 
player takes any particular pains 
to keep himself in the very. best of 
condition. Playing a game of base- 
ball every day is certain to keep a 
man in condition for throwing, hit- 
ting and running. But in my own 
case it is necessary for me to keep 
working all the time.

ing much of the power that must 
go into.a wallop to make it carry.
